1940 Gubernatorial Campaign 


The 1940 gubernatorial race was in- 


jeeted into the debate on several occa- 
sions. Representative William L. Ward 
of Lee county, majority floor leader, 
and Representative Ben D. Brickhuuse 
of Pulaski charged that prospective 
candidates for governor were respon- 
sible for opposition to the bill. 


"There are some gubernatorial can- 


didates—three of them—who are op- 
posing tin's bill," said Representative 
Ward. "If it docs not bring forth the 
fruits it holds forth, the man who 
sponsors this program will go down lo 
defeat. Governor Bailey is staking 
his political future on this bill. 


"All the way from Washington you 


can feel the hand of a man who is 
lighting it. I can call names—docs this 
House want me to do so?" 


There were .shouts of "name them." 


Representative Ward grinned but call- 
ed no names. 


"The stenographer of a man who is 


an avowed candidate for governor scut 
word to my stenographer that her boss 
wanted me to oppose the bill," Mr. 
Brickhouse said. "Some men to raise 
themselves 
politically 
would 
damn 


their own state." 


Legislators Are '(louts' 


Representative Dan W. Johnston of 


Johnson county, closing for opponents 
of the bill charged that: "The gover- 
nor makes up his deals, then calls us 
in here to be the goats. The only 'man 
who is for the hill is somo one on the 
pay roll or a friend of a man on the 
pay roll." 


He charged that several of his col- 


leagues had been "bribed by patron- 
age" into voting for the bill. 


"The people voted down Amendment 


28 last year," lie said. "Amendment 
28 was God's blessing compared lo this 
thing. We are committing a sin against 
«ui unborn generation. 


Representative Johnston charged that 


the governor had attempted to conceal 
details of the refunding plan from the 
people. 


"You will be sorry for what you have 


done when the people find out the 
truth," he continued. "There's going 
lo be a lot of strange faces here two 
years from now." 


Mr. Johnston charged that the re- 


funding bi/i called for an appropriation 
of $142,000,000 whereas only $140,537,000 
is to be refunded. 


"They said there would be no fiscal 


agents' fees or attorneys' fees." he said. 
"Then what are they going to do will) 
thiil extra million and a half dollars?" 


"Fair Hearing Refused" 


Charging that limiting debate on 


amend'm'ents and on the bill had pre- 
vented a "fair and complete hearing," 
Representative John P. Vesey of Hope 
said that "when the money lenders of 
the world put their money into this 
thing, you know they've got a coppcr- 
rivited cinch."

Most significant of all tho vitamins 


for the growing chilil is vitamin D. 
This is concerned with the proper us- 
ing of calcium and phosphorus by the 
human body. 


Since vitamin D was first introduced, 


it has been produced in pure form as 
crystals. It also is a mixture of car- 
bon, hydrogen and 
oxygen. It 
is 


known that vitamin D can lie devel- 
oped by causing ultraviolet rays to 
act on a substance caller ergosterol 
which is found in animal «Miid plant 
tissues. Two 
forms of this vitamin I 


have been isolated as they occur in na- I 
lure and one of these is absolutely. 
identical with the vitamin D that can 
be produced by causing ultraviolet 
rays to act on pure orgosterol. 


Just as soon as any new substance 


i? discovered in medicine it is cus- 
tomary to test it on all sorts of con- 
ditions previously difficult 
to cure. 


Thus vitamin D has been tried in mas- 
bfivo doses in cases of arthritis, and it 
has also been tried on cases of psoriasis. 
There does not seem to be any good 
evidence that massive doses of gitamin 
D relieve cases of arthritis to any con- 
siderable extent; and while some of 
the evidence regarding the use of such 
closes in psoriasis is interesting, t?iere 
is hardly a sufficient amount of evi- j 
dence to indicate that vitamin D is a I 
specific against this chronic skin dis- i 
ease. 
I 


But vitamin- D will do other things t 


which are of vital importance to the ) 
human body. It has been recognized 
as a specific remedy in the treatment 
of rickets in children, in a convulsive j 
condition in babies called spasmophilin | 
or infantile tetany; as useful in a con- 
dition of weakness of the bones known 
as osteomalacia and as useful in other 
diseases in which the calcium and 
phosphorus in the body are not suit- 
ably controlled. 


Frequently it has been claimed that 


gitam'in D given in tablet form or in 
fluids is the equivalent of the action 
of sunlight on the huban body. It is j 
known, of course, that the effects of 
sunlight on the human body are to 
produce vitamin D. Nevertheless, it 
must be recognized that there are 
many other beneficial effects of expo- 
sure to sunshine, including rest and 
relaxation in trie outdoor air and per- 
haps additional effects of the other 
light rays on the body. 


There seems to be no doubt that 


vitamin D is closely concrened with 
the proper development of the teeth, as. 
are perhaps also vitamins A and C 
ind sufficient amounts of calcium and 
iliosphorus. Therefore, there is some 
reason -to be certain that the amount 
of vitamin D is adequate in relntion- 


nmounts will pregent dental cnries. 


The vitqmin 0 requirement of the 


human body is much ^renter tlurinff 
infancy than it is during adult life. 
Apparently (he prospective mother 
needs extra vitamin D, as does also the 
mother who is nursing 
ababy, but 


for adults in general there does not 
seem to bo any especial deficiency of 
vitamin D.

Full to Tench

Whether they have just put liigl 


school or college behind them, most 
young people are turned loose to hunt 
for jobs without having received a sin- 
gle tip on job-hunting. 


Employers complain that the young 


people who come to them asking for 
work "don't know anything about any- 
thing," despite the impressive schoo1 
records they have ot bnck them up. 


And it's no wonder they look so 


dumb to an employer. All he can pos- 
sibly judge them by is the way they 
go about getting n job—a thing they 
are tackling "cold." 


Most students don't go to schoo 


longer tha nthe law requires because 
they want education for education';- 
sake, even though educators like t 
suppose they do. 


They stick it out and their parent, 


foot the bills as long as they are abl 
to, because they want to have the bes 
possible qualifications for a job. 


Why, then, doesn't every high schoo 


and college in the country offer a 
course—and see that all seniors enroll 
for it—called "How to Get a Job." or 
so'mething else just as down to earth'.' 


Employers Could Speak 


The course could, at least, teach 


young people where to look for jobs in 
their fields, how to behave during an 
interview, how to write a letter of 
application with their own qualifica- 
tions in mind, and what things—sucli 
as the appeal, ''If you'll just give me 
a chance I'll do anything"—get an ap- 
plicant nowhere with an employer. 


It wouldn't be a bad idea for the 


school to ask a few different executives 
to come to class and let the young 
and ambitious ask for a job and meet 
some of the usual remarks and ques- 
tions. 


Schools ought to wake up and do 


something about next year's graduates.
